The homemaker can beautify 
an entire room at small cost by 
distinctive treatm ent of one wall 
This becomes the room's 
focal 
point 
and makes 
extensive 
re­ 
modeling of all four walls unnec­ 
essary 
This principle will save money 
for the homeowner who is mod­ 
ernizing a house, says the Con­ 
struction Research Bureau, nation­ 
al clearing house for building in­ 
formation. In addition, this one- 
wall treatm ent is in great favor 
with interior decorators. 
ONE WALL painted to contrast 
with the color of the other -three 
can accent a furniture grouping, 
such as around a sofa or bed. The 
color of the - odd wall should re­ 
peat or balance the same color 
used elsewhere in the room furn­ 
ishings. For example, three cocoa 
beige walls set off by a wall ol 
rose-beige. 
Wall paper with an unusual pat­ 
tern can be used in any room as 
an odd-wall accent for furniture 
One wall 
with distinctively-pat­ 
terned paper, in contrast with 3 
painted walls, adds style. Color 
of the painted walls can pick up 
the background color of the paper 
A SINGLE WALL can be beaut 
Hied with Georgia-Pacific plywood 
paneling 
This wall paneling. V- 
grooved Rlpplewood. is easily in­ 
stalled by npiling Its 4 x8' panels. 
5 16 ipch thick, over plaster walls 
to the studding. It is quickly stain­ 


ed or painted with one coat, be­ 
cause the scaled surface requires 
no priming coat. 
A two-toned color effect is ob­ 
tained by applying a contrasting 
second coat over the first and 
wiping. A handsome effect is ach­ 
ieved by repeating the color of the 
other three walls on the Georgia- 
Pacific Rlpplewood paneling: for 
example three gray walls with the 
fourth or wood-paneled one painted 
white and rubbed with gray.

R E A C H E S P E A K 


U.S. Weather Bureau official*, «ho 
have already chalked up a record first 
five month* .of devastating twister*, are 
fearful the next few weeks will be even 
worse. The tornado season has reached 
its peak, but will continue at a high 
rate through June, it it follow* the tra­ 
ditional pattern. It Is also moving from 
Southwest, to the midcontinent. North 
and Hast, toward areas that have been 
har^ hit the past three years. Clearly, 
much of the nation must be on the alert. 


Almost daily, eye witness stories and 
new s picture* have brought vivid ac­ 
counts of the damage. The sight of even 
one child dashed against a wall, its 
skull 
crushed, should be enough 
to 
quicken action. But thousands of child­ 
ren already have been injured in thi* 
way and thousand of adults, counties* 
livestock, houeshold pets by the hun­ 
dred*. to say nothing of the many made 
homeless as their houses were levelled. 
The scourge Is a national catastrophe. 
President Eisenhower has responded 
to pleas of governors of the states in 
the tornado zone by declaring them dis­ 
aster areas qualified for Federal aid. 
That takes care of bare immediate em­ 
ergency needs. But much more is need­ 
ed to repair the ravages. Parenthetical­ 
ly, it I* recalled that the House of Rep­ 
resentatives a few weeks ago refused to 
grant the funds needed to set up a flood 
damage Insurance system. Perhaps with 
this continued evidence of the risk from 
wind* and storms, the insurance base 
for Federal underwriting will be broad­ 
ened and the legislation will not be 
passed. 


Fiald of Prevention 
But ■ it is In the field of prevention, 
before the actual damage, that much 
has been done and much more remains 


to be done. The Weather Bureau ha* 
erected an elaborate system for detect­ 
ing tornadoes by rhdar and giving warn­ 
ings to communities and persons in 


their paths. 
These warnings have no doubt saved 
thousands of lives in the past three or 
four years, as the bureau claims. But 
%the warnings are given by radio and 
'television and require that households 
have these turned on at the time of the 
warping^ The civil defense warning sys­ 
tem should mesh into the weather bu­ 
reau system, so that no one within 
hearing of sirens would miss the warn­ 
ings. It should not be left to the chance 
that people may have radio or televi­ 


sion turned on. 
' 
The Southwest and midwest have had 
years of experience with tornadoes. At 
least In the country, stprm cellars pro­ 
vide shelter. B it as the path of the tor­ 
nadoes has extended farther east, as far 
as Indiana. Missouri, Ohio, Illinois and 
Michigan, the last few years, the loss of 
life has been proportionately greater be­ 
cause of loss of preparedness. 
Since tornadoes come with a shift in 
atmospheric patterns — the clash of 
moist warm air from the Gulf with cold 
air from Canada can occur almost any* 
«■here over the United States— the holo- 
caustial twisters can hit anywhere. 
First, then. Weather Bureau detec­ 
tion stations should be nationwide. Its 
warning system should make use of all 
existing facilities, local and civil de­ 
fense. Isolated households should pro­ 
vide quick-access shelters, such as sejta- 
rate storm cellars, that can double as 
root and cold cellar*. Towns and villag­ 
es should have central shelters to which 
people can quickly go and these in film 
might do double duty as shelters from 
atomic attack. We ran make ourselves 
secure from any scourge by taking pre­ 
cautions in time.
